Authority,  and  I am  sure  that  this  arrangement  has  worked  very  well  indeed. 

I also  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  courtesy  during 
the  six  years  I have  been  associated  with  the  Council  which  is  so  soon  to  lose 
its  identity  in  the  Local  Government  Reorganisation  planned  for  1st  April  next. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  changes  envisaged  will  prove  beneficial  to  the  public 
at  large.

Disposal 


The  re-sewering  of  the  whole  of  Albert  Village  and  the  erection  of  the 
various  Bamp  Stations  has  now  been  completed.  The  whole  of  the  sewerage  from 
this  area  is  pumped  to  Swadlincote  for  treatment.  This  new  system  has  now 
alleviated  all  the  varxous  sewerage  discharge  nuisances  which  accrued  throughout 
the  Albert  Village  area. 


Arrangements  have  now  been  finalised  with  a local  firm  of  Civil 
Engineering  Contractors  to  carry  out  the  realignment  of  the  Spring  Cottage 
Outfall  Sewer  and  also  the  Bath  Lane  Sewer.  When  this  work  is  completed  it  is 
hoped  that  the  serious  flooding  which  occurred  in  the  vicinity  of  The  Crescent 
Estate  will  cease. 


mining  subsidence  has  affected  a line  of  sewer  in  Ashby  Road,  Moira  which, 
in  my  opinion,  could  give  cause  to  a sewerage  discharge  in  the  Daybell  area. 
Negotiations  are  n0w  talcing  place  with  The  National  Coal  Board  with  a view  to 
re-laying  the  offending  section  and  thert  by  alleviating  any  problems  which 
may  arise  in  the  future.
